Community  Interests. 

Patriotism  Is  a  virtue :  church  desecra¬ 
tion,  profanity,  are  crimes.  An  attempt 
to  ring  the  Old  Church  bell  on  the  night 
preceding  the  Fourth,  by  a  party  of  young 
men,  doee  not  stand  alone — It  Is  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  vital  interests  of  our  town. 

1.  The  young  men  who  broke  into  the 
church  were  partially  Intoxicated.  1  his 
fact  does  not  condone  the  offence.  It 
emphasizes  the  f£ct  that  liquor-drinking 
Is  cursing  the  community  to  a  greatei  ex¬ 
tent  than  man}  citizens  are  aware.  Could 
a  few  photographs  of  the  nightly  gather¬ 
ings  In  the  barrooms  of  our  hotels  be  dis¬ 


tributed,  heartaches  would.be  multiplied  ; 
but  indignation,  ton,  would  be  aroused, 
which' would  culminate  in  even  more  de¬ 
cisive  temperance  work  than  has  y*-t  beeu 
undertaken. 

2.  The  young  men  wV>  broke  into  the 
church,  and  one  of  whom  fired  a  shot 
from  his  tevolver  at  a  n*  »n  who  resisted 
bia  attempts  to  violate  the  sanctuary, 
were  not  ignorant  hoodlums :  They  were 
“gentlemen" — the  “gentlemen”  who  are 
iu  business  in  “the  city."  who  have  had 
as  much  education  as  the>  would  allow 
their  parents  to  give  them,  and  who  now 
dress  well  and  show  attentions  to  Chris¬ 
tian  girls,  who  will  live  to  repent  mar¬ 
riages  with  rakes. 

3.  The  condition  of  society  indicated 
by  the  episode  of  the  night  of  July  3d 
may  not  be  worse  than  in  other  towns 
situated  i  ear  large  cities,  but  it  cannot 
but  work  untold  sorrow  to  the  individual, 
the  family  and  society  at  large.  What 
father  wiil  select  this  town  as  a  home  for 
his  family  where  the  influences  to  which 
his  children  will  be  subjected  are  what 
they  are  ?  Good  roads  are  important  in 
this  place ;  good  morals  are  of  vital  con¬ 
sequence  to  the  spiritual  as  well  as  to  the 
physical  well-being.  The  question  nat¬ 
urally  arises.  What  can  be  done  to  reduce 
the  evil  to  the  lowest  degree  possible  ? 

(a)  The  beginning  will  have  to  be  made 
iu  the  family.  The  father  and  mother 
must  inquire  moie  diligently  into  the 
habits  and  whereabouts  of  their  sons  and 
daughters,  and  assert  their  God-  and  law 
giveu  right  to  govern  their  children  ;  with 
love  and  home  attractions,  if  pissihle; 
with  stem  authority,  if  necessary.  The 
community  will  suffer  if  the  parents  do 
not  thus  assert  themselves. 

(bj  Citizens  must  do  their  duty  iu  tiie 
matter  of  seeing  that  the  laws  ai« 
forced.  Violations  of  law  niuat  not  be 
passed  by  with  merely  an  expression  of 
regret.  Let  every  Individual  citizen  se 
that  so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  whatever 
be  the  inconvenience  to  himself,  the  1  iw 
is  enforced. 

(c)  The  “hotels"  and  saloons  must  be 
closely  watched,  ami  more  earnest  efforts 
than  heretofore  be  made  to  drive  out  the 
curse.  As  a  mere  matter  of  business, 
property  owners  and  business  men  would 
but  serve  their  interests  in  thus  acting. 

(d)  Let  every  law-breaket,  whatever  be 
his  name  or  family,  be  made  to  answer 
for  his  wrong-doing, 

(e)  Every  church  member  must  labor 
os  never  before  In  aiding  the  pastors  to 
establish  Christian  love  and  purity. 

There  is  still  iu  the  hearts  of  many  of 
us  a  love  for  this  town.  It  was  conse¬ 
crated  by  the  prayers  and  devotion  of  our 
forefathers.  God  grant  that  in  these  later 
days  our  inheritance  be  not  despised  and 
trodden  under  foot.  C.
